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WHITE PLAINS, Oct. 22 — * 
President Nixon will be visiting 
largely friendly territory when 
he comes to Westchester Coun- 
ty tomorrow, but the Rejfabli- 
cans here are leaving nothing 
about his visit to chance. 

His motorcade will wend its 
ways 50 miles through a county 
that is solidly Republican— Mr. 
Nixon carried it by 28,000 votes 
in 1968 — but preparations have 
been made nonetheless to in- 
surer an enthusiastic roadside 
turnout. 

After visiting some 11 cities, 
towns and villages here, he will 
go on to Nassau and Suffolk 
Counties, which are just as like- 
ly to give him a warm recep 
tion. 

In Westchester, the word is 
out that where the crowds are 
biggest and most enthusiastic, 
there Mr. Nixon is most likely 
to stop, give an impromptu 
speech, shake hands — anjrac- 
tivity wi)l serve to mark the 
date as the day the President 
came to town, and the longer 
he stays, the better. 

White Plains has not had a 
visit from an incumbent Resi- 
dent since Franklin D. Roose- 
velt appeared on one hour’s x\o- 
tice^n 1933. No President has 
ever been to most of the ogier 
places on Mr. Nixon’s routef i

paiffh messages and invitation 
to see the President and details 
about his route. 

“The main thing is to be 
sure that on Tuesday pfeople 
don’t say, ’Well, I would have 
come out but I didn’t know he 
was * coming,”' said Douglas 
MaoCallum, the Westchester 
Republican leader.

Trie exact number of ad- 
vance men is unknown, and 
their identities appear to be 
almost as little known to the 
county Republican leadership 
as it is to the public at large.

The President’s Iti 



Following is President Nix- 
eon's itinerary today in West- 
chester, Nassau and Suffolk 
Counties: 

The President and Mrs. 
Nixon • plan a motorcade 
through 12 communities in 
Westchester, following their 
arrival sometime after noon 
at Westchester County Air- 
port in Purchase. 

Accompanied by the Gov- 
ernor and Mrs. Rockefeller, 
the Nixons will ride in a 
motorcade through White 
Plains, arriving at the cor- 
ner of Main Street and Ma- 
maroneck Avenue around 
1:15 P.M. From there, they 
will head south on Mamar- 
oneck Avenue to Mamaro- 
neck, arriving at the Boston 
Post v Road intersection at 
1:30. 

The motorcade will then 
move south on the Post Road, 
passing through Larchmont 
at 1:45, then proceed to New 
Rochelle, arriving at North 
Avenue and City Hall at 1 : 50. 
Ten minutes later, the Nixons 
are .due at the War Memorial 
in fastchester. 

^ 2:05, the motorcade is 
to pass by the railroad sta- 
tion off Main Street in Tuck- 
ahoe, travel through Mount 
Vernon at 2:10 and reach 
Getty Square in Yonkers at 
2:25. 

In Hastings-on-Hudson, the 
Nixons will pass by the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars Hall 
on Warburton Street at 2:50, 
then sweep through Dobbs 
Ferry, reaching Main and Elm 
Streets in Dobbs Ferry at 3. 
Fifteen minutes later, the 
motorcade is due in Irving- 
ton, at Main Street and North 
Broadway. It will continue 
on ljforth Broadway, arriving 
at 3:30 at Wildey Street in 
Tarrytown. 

The Presidential motorcade 
has no scheduled stops, and 
all times of arrival are ap- 
proximate. 

From Tarrytown, the Presi- 
dential party will be driven 
to the Rockefeller estate at 


Pocantico Hills for dinner. 

The President will trave by 
helicopter to the next stop on 
his itinerary, the Nassau 
County Coliseum in Union- 
dale, L. I. H is scheduled to 
appear there shortly after 8 
P.M. for a rally that is ex- 
pected to draw 16,000 sup- 
porters.

at 8:25 P.M. by helicopter and 
and head toward Long Island- 
MacArthur Airport in Bohe- 
mia, L. I..
